Claims 6-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Cooper 
(6,132,186) In view of Ward (4,947.065). The rejection is respectfully traversed. 

With regard to independent claims 6 and 10, Cooper fails to describe a method of 
forming a magnetic material of a soft magnetic composite involving the process of heat treating a 
gjeen wm; i ><^ < e e to tt w.t.iaj e' «. . nipos.lt. Corpc: orlv 

describes a process of forming a soft magnetic composite that includes heating and sintering, and 
tails to show or describe the use of a predetermined atmosphere to form a soft magnetic 
composite. See Cooper at col. 5, lines 61-65. Cooper thus fails to appreciate Applicant's 
discovery that a predetermined atmosphere is important to the formation of soft magnetic 
composites. Ward fails to remedy this deficiency in Cooper because Ward does not describe a 
process using a predetermined atmosphere. 

Cooper and Ward also fail to describe the formation of groups of magnetic material that 
are magnetically isolated and separated Com other groups in a statop as recited in claims 6 and 
13.

respectfully requested that the rejection be withdrawn.
